As  Jimmy  Carter  yielded  the 
iisidency,  Iran  yielded  the  cap- 
ses  it  had  held  for  444  days.  And  so 
celebration  for  Reagan,  the 
tirade,  pageantry,  music  and  can- 
n  salutes,  also  became  a  celebra- 
n  of  their  freedom. 

At  the  hour  of  inauguration,  the

|  t  mention  the  hostages  in  the  20- 
inute  address  he  directed  to  “this 
,jjr(  sed  called  Americans.” 


But  the  liberation  of  the  captive 
Americans  was  the  focus  of  his  last 
briefings  by  Carter,  and  his  first 
hours  as  the  40th  president. 

And  so  the  announcement  the  na¬ 
tion  awaited  came  in  his  toast  to 
congressional  leaders  at  a 
traditional  Capitol  luncheon. 

“And  now  to  conclude  the  toast, 
with  thanks  to  Almighty  God,  I 
have  been  given  a  tag  line,  the  get- 
off  line  that  everyone  wants  for  the 
end  of  a  toast  or  a  speech  or 
anything  else. 

“Some  30  minutes  ago,  the  planes 
bearing  our  prisoners  left  Iranian 
airspace  and  they  are  now  free  of 
Iran.  So  we  can  all  drink  to  this  one 
—  to  all  of  us  together,  doing  what 
we  all  know  we  can  do,  to  make  this 
country  what  it  should  be,  what  it 
can  be,  what  it  always  has  been.” 

It  was  the  announcement  Carter 
had  waited  so  long  to  make  himself, 
but  it  came  too  late  for  him.  So

Hoisted  on  the  shoulders  of  state 
j  lfficials,  Massachusetts  House 
j)  speaker  Thomas  W.  McGee,  raised 
(ji  he  flag  at  the  Statehouse  to  the  top 
id  f  its  staff  for  the  first  time  since  the 
f«  forming  of  the  U.S.  Embassy  in 
#jran. 

Flag  raising 

“I  haven’t  been  so  happy  at  a 
(pi  lag-raising  since  Iwo,”  said  McGee, 
Marine  veteran  who  was  on  hand 
or  the  historic  planting  of  an 
i  American  flag  on  the  island  of  Iwo 
Si  iima  during  World  War  II. 

The  hostages  left  Iran  at  12:33 
i.m.  Tuesday,  according  to  Tehran 
adio;  exactly  33  minutes  after 
:ij:teagan  officially  became  president.

President  Reagan  made  it,  while 
citizen  Carter  flew  home  to  Georgia. 

Back  in  Plains,  Carter  made  his 
own  announcement  to  townspeople 
who  turned  out  to  welcome  him 
home:  “Just  a  few  moments  ago  on 
Air  Force  One  ...  I  received  word 
officially  for  the  first  time  that  the 
aircraft  carrying  the  52  American 
hostages  had  cleared  Iranian  air¬ 
space  on  the  first  leg  of  the  journey 
home  and  that  every  one  of  the  52 
hostages  was  alive  and  well  and 
free.” 

He  added,  “We’ve  kept  faith  with 
our  principles  and  our  people  and  as 
a  result  we’ve  reached  this  day  of  joy 
and  thanksgiving.” 

At  the  stroke  of  noon,  presidential 
power  passed  from  James  Earl  Car¬ 
ter  Jr.  of  Georgia  to  Ronald  Wilson 
Reagan  of  California,  69,  oldest  man 
ever  to  take  office,  former  movie  ac¬ 
tor,  former  governor  of  California, 
conservative  Republican. 

“With  all  the  creative  energy  at 
our  command,  let  us  begin  an  era  of 
national  renewal,”  Reagan  said  in 
his  inaugural  address.  “Let  us 
renew  our  determination,  our 
courage  and  our  strength.  Let  us 
renew  our  faith  and  our  hope.  We 
have  every  right  to  dream  heroic 
dreams.” 

In  his  first  act  as  president, 
Reagan  signed  the  executive  order 
he  promised  would  clamp  a  freeze 
on  federal  hiring.  “It  will  be  my  in¬ 
tention  to  curb  the  size  and  in¬ 
fluence  of  the  federal  establishment 
.  .  .”  he  said  in  the  inaugural  ad¬ 
dress.  He  said  he  did  not  mean  to  do 
away  with  government  but,  rather, 
“to  make  it  work.”. 

A  crowd  estimated  at  70,000  peo¬ 
ple  watched  the  rite  at  the  West 
Front  of  the  Capitol,  with  the  monu¬ 
ments  of  American  government  — 
of  Washington,  Jefferson  and  Lin¬ 
coln  —  shining  in  the  sunlight  of  a 
mild  January  day.  Reagan  called 
those  men  “the  giants  on  whose 
shoulders  we  stand.” 

Thousands  more  assembled  along 
the  16-block  route  of  the  inaugural 
parade.  Among  them  were  clusters 
of  demonstrators  protesting  against 
the  draft  registration  and  the  Ku 
Klux  Klan,  with  others  rallying  for 
the  Equal  Rights  Amendment.

Hostages'  arrival 
ends  444-day  ordeal

Fifty-two  freed  American 
hostages  arrived  in  West  Germany 
early  Wednesday,  ending  a  444-day 
ordeal  as  prisoners  of  Iranian 
revolutionaries  and  a  12-hour  flight 
from  Tehran  via  Athens  and 
Algiers. 

At  a  stopover  at  Algier’s  wind¬ 
swept  airport,  Algerian  officials, 
acting  as  intermediaries,  formally 
turned  the  former  captives  over  to 
U.S.  authorities  in  a  brief  and 
joyous  ceremony. 

The  Americans,  one  flashing  a  V- 


many  on  Wednesday  to  greet  the 
hostages. 

Back  in  Plains,  Ga.,  his  voice 
breaking  with  emotion,  Carter  at 
last  had  a  chance  to  give  his 
neighbors  and  the  nation  the  good 
news  that  had  eluded  him  so  long. 

The  jubilant  parents  of  hostage 
Gary  Lee  stripped  the  hostage 
bracelets  off  their  wrists  and  tossed 
them  on  a  coffee  table  at  their  home 
in  Pasadena,  Calif. 

“They’re  in  the  air!”  exclaimed 
the  Rev.  Earl  Lee,  pastor  of  the  First 
Church  of  the  Nazarene. 

“He’s  not  a  hostage!”  added  his 
wife,  Hazel. 

Sirens  wail 

Civil  Defense  sirens  in  Albuquer¬ 
que,  N.M.,  wailed  for  444  seconds, 
while  fire  engines  screamed  in  such 
diverse  places  as  Baltimore  and 
Laurel,  Mont.,  San  Francisco  and 
Bay  City,  Mich. 

The  carillon  of  the  Cathedral  of 
St.  John  the  Divine  in  New  York 
City  pealed  for  an  hour  while  other 
church  bells  rang  in  Cortland,  N.Y., 
and  numerous  other  towns  and 
cities. 

In  Olyphant,  Pa.,  Harry 
Metrinko,  father  of  hostage  Michael 
Metrinko,  called  Mayor  John 
Chichilla  and  said,  “They’re  in  the 

“Great,”  the  mayor  replied. 
“We’re  going  to  make  some  noise  for 
you.” 

Horn  blasts  and  whistles  quickly 
sounded  throughout  the  town  and 
neighbors  who  had  been  waiting  at 
the  house  since  dawn  began  singing 
“God  Bless  America.” 

Some  members  of  families  tem¬ 
pered  joy  with  caution. 

“I  won’t  believe  it  until  I  see  them 
land,”  said  Vivian  Homeyer,  sister 
of  hostage  Kathryn  Koob,  at  a 
family  gathering  in  Wellsburg, 
Iowa. 

In  Athens,  U.S.  Ambassador 
Robert  McCloskey  sent  a  bouquet  of 
flowers  to  the  hostages,  but  did  not 
board  the  plane,  and  no  one  disem¬ 
barked.

18  cars  crash  in  fog 


A  combination  of  poor  visibility 
from  fog,  icy  roads  and  people  driv¬ 
ing  too  fast  for  such  conditions  led 
to  an  18-car  pileup  Tuesday  morn¬ 
ing  on  the  Provo-Orem  Diagonal, 
near  the  Carterville  Road  overpass, 
according  to  Orem  police. 

“The  thing  about  a  big  accident 
like  this  is  that  nobody  knows  exac¬ 
tly  what  happened,”  said  Cpl.  Tim 
Berhow.  “Everyone  has  got  a  dif¬ 
ferent  story.” 

Berhow  said  it  probably  started 
when  a  motorcycle  slipped  on  the 
icy  road.  The  car  behind  it  braked 
to  avoid  a  collision  and  the  chain 
reaction  began. 

Some  of  the  cars  had  come  to  a 
complete  stop  without  hitting  other 
vehicles,  but  were  slammed  in  the 
back  by  the  next  car,  said  Berhow. 

Officers  closed  the  west  half  of  the 
road  for  an  hour  from  9  to  10  a.m.  to 
clear  away  wreckage. 

Stan  Hendrickson,  driver  of  the 
12th  car  in  the  accident,  said  he  had 


stopped  and  had  avoided  the  vehicle 
in  front  of  him. 

“I  got  out  of  my  car  to  talk  to  the 
driver  in  front  of  me  when  a  Celica 
started  to  slide  toward  us.  He  (the 
other  driver)  jumped  in  the  weeds 
and  I  jumped  the  rail,”  said  Hen¬ 
drickson.  “The  Celica  hit  my  car  in 
the  rear,  spun  around  and  stopped 
facing  traffic.  The  driver  was  a  preg¬ 
nant  woman  who  had  a  small  child 
in  the  car.  The  mother  was  stunned 
and  the  child  was  bruised  pretty 
bad.” 

Berhow  said  the  wind  from  cars 
driving  on  road  caused  the  fog  to 
freeze. ;  “The  weather  has  been  like 
this  for  the  last  two  months,  but 
people  keep  driving  like  it’s  a  sunny 
day,”  he  said. 

No  citations  were  issued  and 
Barhow  said  the  damages  will 
average  about  $600  a  car. 

Two  people  received  minor  in¬ 
juries  and  were  transported  to  the 
Utah  Valley  Hospital  for  examina¬ 
tion,  police  said. 


less  America,”  then 
flew  aboard  two  U.S.  medical 
evacuation  planes  to  West  Germany 
for  a  period  of  rest  and  “decompres¬ 
sion”  at  a  U.S.  Air  Force  hospital. 

The  medevac  DC -9s  touched 
down  at  the  Rhein-Main  Air  Base 
near  Frankfurt  at  6:45  a.m.  local 
time  (10:45  a.m.  MST)  on  the  last 
leg  of  the  hostages’  journey  from 
Tehran  -  with  the  next  trip  to  the 
United  States  and  home. 

They  had  flown  out  of  Tehran 
aboard  an  Algerian  airliner  25 
minutes  after  Ronald  Reagan  suc¬ 
ceeded  Jimmy  Carter  as  president 
at  noon  Tuesday  in  inauguration 
ceremonies  in  Washington.  And  as 
they  were  led  to  the  plane,  one  at  a 
time,  a  group  of  Iran’s  revolutionary 
guards  crowded  around,  waving 
their  fists  and  chanting,  “Death  to 
America!”  and  “God  is  great!” 

Ali  Abdelaziz,  an  Algerian 
protocol  officer  who  was  on  the 
flight  from  Tehran,  said  when  the 
hostages  were  safely  aboard  the 
plane  “they  let  their  joy  explode. 
They  began  to  shout,  to  sing.” 

Hundreds  cheer 

A  cheer  rose  from  hundreds  of 
U.S.  military  peronnel  and  civilians 
gathered  at  the  Rhine-Main  base  as 
the  freed  hostages  left  the  DC -9s 
and  boarded  buses  for  the  20-mile 
trip  to  the  Air  Force  hospital  at 
Wiesbaden. 

A  delegation  led  by  former 
Secretary  of  State  Cyrus  Vance, 
who  headed  the  State  Department 
when  the  U.S.  Embassy  and 
hostages  were  seized  on  Nov.  4, 
1979,  and  Ambassador  Walter  J. 
Sotessel  formed  a  receiving  line  to 
greet  the  52. 

Carter,  unable  to  win  the 
hostage’s  freedom  in  the  closing 
hours  of  “his  watch”  because  of  last- 
minute  delays,  was  scheduled  to  fly 
to  Wiesbaden  later  in  the  day  as 
President  Reagan’s  envoy. 

“USA,  USA,  USA”  cheered  the 
throng  at  the  West  German  air  base, 
with  many  people  waving  small 
American  flags.  The  former 
prisoners  had  been  served  an 
American  dinner  of  Thanksgiving 
turkey  on  the  .1,250-mile  flight  from 
Algiers  to  Frankfurt. 

They  had  left  Tehran  at  8:55  p.m. 
Tehran  time  Tuesday  (10:25  p.m. 
MST)  and  after  a  refueling  stop  in 
Athens,  Greece,  their  Algerian  Boe¬ 
ing  727  landed  in  Algiers  about  7  1/2 
hours  later.  A  second  Boeing  727 


that  carried  the  Americans’  luggage 
and  a  smaller  jet  with  the  Algerian 
diplomats  who  had  served  as  go- 
betweens  in  the  long  and  often 
frustrating  negotiations  completed 
the  three-plane  mission. 

In  95  hectic  minutes  televised 
back  to  the  United  States,  the  freed 
captives  disembarked  from  the 
Algerian  craft  and  were  greeted  with 
hugs  and  tears,  closing  the  final 
chapter  in  a  hostage-holding 
episode  without  precedent  in 
modern  diplomatic  history. 

Kathryn  Koob  and  Elizabeth  Ann 
Swift,  the  only  women  hostages,  left 
the  aircraft  first  in  Algiers,  each 
wearing  in  their  hair  a  yellow  ribbon 
-  a  gesture  taken  from  the  song,  “Tie 
a  Yellow  Ribbon  ’Round  the  Old 
,  Oak  Tree,”  that  came  to  symbolize 
America’s  wait  for  the  captives. 

Next  came  Bruce  Laingen,  the 
charge  d’affaires  who  had  been  the 
top  diplomat  at  the  U.S.  Embassy 
in  Tehran  when  it  was  seized  Nov. 
4,  1979.  The  other  hostages  followed 
in  quick  succession,  waving  and 
smiling.  All  looked  physically  well. 

Laingen  made  a  V  for  victory 
sign. 

Algerian  welcome 

Deputy  Secretary  of  State  Warren 
Christopher,  who  headed  the  U.S. 
team  that  negotiated  the  final 
release  agreement  and  other 
American  officials  greeted  the 
hostages  as  they  left  the  jetliner  and 
went  to  the  Algerian  airport’s  VIP 
lounge. 

There,  Algerian  Foreign  Minister 
Mohamed  Benyahia,  smiling  and 
relaxed  despite  sleepless  nights  over 
last-minute  negotiations,  said: 

“It  is  .  .  .  my  duty  at  this  moment 
to  deliver  your  fellow  citizens  to 
you,  Mr.  Christopher,  who  officially 
represents  the  American  govern¬ 
ment  here.” 

There  was  a  round  of  applause 
from  the  freed  Americans  and 
Algerian  and  U.S.  officials. 

“I  have  the  great  honor  and 
privilege  in  affirming  that  you  are 
back  home  and  safely  in  our  hands,” 
Christopher  responded. 

“This  event  answers  our  prayers 
and  we  are  more  than  delighted  to 
accept  the  responsibility  of  seeing  to 
it  that  you  return  to  your  homes  and 
families.” 

Christopher  thanked  the  Algerian 
government  for  its  role  as  inter¬ 
mediary,  saying,  “Today’s  events 
would  not  be  taking  place  without 
the  role  of  your  government.” 


LDS  leaders  rejoice 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Mor¬ 
mon  Church  leaders  joined  in  rejoic¬ 
ing  Tuesday  in  the  release  of  the  52 
American  hostages,  saying  they 
hoped  “wounds  opened  by  this  un¬ 
fortunate  situation  will  quickly 
heal.” 

The  First  Presidency  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  headed  by  President 
Spencer  W.  Kimball,  issued  a  short 
statement  saying  the  hostages 
“have  been  much  in  our  prayers 
during  the  long  months  of  their  cap¬ 
tivity. 

“With  all  Americans  we  rejoice  in 
the  freeing  of  the  hostages  and  their 


imminent  return  to  their  loved 
ones,”  the  statement  said. 

“We  sincerely  compliment  all 
who  have  labored  so  assiduously  to 
achieve  their  release,  and  express 
particular  gratitude  to  the  represen¬ 
tatives  of  Algeria  for  their  untiring 
efforts  as  negotiators. 

“We  hope  and  trust  that  the 
wounds  opened  by  this  unfortunate 
situation  will  quickly  heal  for  the. 
blessings  of  all  concerned,”  the  First 
Presidency  said. 

Along  with  President  Kimball, 
the  statement  was  signed  by  Presi¬ 
dent  N.  Eldon  Tanner  and  PresU 
dent  Marion  G.  Romney.

vancement  in  the  field,”  said  Minton,  who  volunteered  the 
hospital  to  participate  in  the  program. 

Minton  said  the  hospital’s  experience  with  the  new  units 
showed  the  babies  gained  weight  faster  and  suffered  fewer 
complications  than  they  did  in  previous  models  used  by  the 
hospital. 

The  incubators  will  be  manufactured  on  assembly  lines 
starting  in  February.  Utah  Valley  will  return  the  prototype 
and  purchase  five  new  ones  at  a  cost  of  $4,000  each,  Minton 
said. 

“The  incubator  has  a  micro-processor  that  gives  feedback  on 
the  baby’s  temperature  every  10  minutes,”  Minton  said. 

The  incubator  is  a  facsimile  of  a  space  capsule.  The  micro¬ 
processor,  or  mini-computer,  automatically  monitors  and  dis¬ 
plays  the  infant’s  temperatures,  maintains  a  precise  environ¬ 
mental  temperature  and  humidity,  filters  the  air,  and  sets  off 
audible  and  visible  alarms  if  anything  goes  wrong. 

The  first  of  six  babies  to  use  the  incubator  in  Utah  Valley 
Hospital  was  Lindsay  Lawler,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gor¬ 
don  Lawler  of  Provo.  Lindsay  was  two  months  premature,  and 
she  was  in  the  incubator  for  two  weeks.  She  is  now  a  healthy 
baby  living  at'  home. 

“I  could  look  at  the  read-outs  and  get  the  nurse  if  I  felt  there 
was  something  wrong,”  Mrs.  Lawler  said  of  the  experience. 

According  to  Minton,  the  incubator  has  three  distinct 
features  that  set  it  apart  from  other  models. 

“The  incubator  has  a  different  way  of  maintaining  tem¬ 
peratures,”  he  said.  “Previous  models  only  blew  air  across  the 
baby.  But-  the  baby  produces  its  own  heat.  The  new  model 
warms  air  between  two  walls  as  well  as  blowing  air  across  the 
baby.” 

The  second  feature  is  the  incubator’s  circular  shape,  which 
makes  visibility  of  the  baby  much  easier. 

Mrs.  Lawler  said  she  and  her  husband  enjoyed  being  able  to 
look  at  their  daughter  and  seeing  the  progress  she  was  making. 

“The  third  feature  is  access,”  Minton  said.  “We  are  able  to 
get  to  the  infant  in  seconds.” 

Any  infant  who  is  born  prematurely,  or  suffers  from  birth 
asphyxia,  inability  to  maintain  its  body  temperatures  or  any 
disease  of  the  organs,  qualifies  to  receive  incubator  treatment, 
Minton  said.

Jenny,  a  junior,  leads  her 
team  in  rebounding  with  a  7.5  average,  and  she  is 
second  in  scoring  with  14.9  points  a  game.  And 
Greg  is  quickly  becoming  a  top  collegiate  center, 
averaging  9.6  rebounds  and  10.2  points  a  game  in 
WAC  play. 

“The  first  time  I  saw  Greg,”  says  Jenny,  “he 
was  shooting  baskets  with  one  of  the  coaches  in 
the  Smith  Fieldhouse.  I  said  to  one  of  my  team¬ 
mates,  ‘Look  at  that  guy,  look  at  him.  That’s  go¬ 
ing  to  be  my  guy.’  ” 

For  a  shy  girl  from  Orlando,  Fla.,  that  was  a 
big  statement.  But,  big  things  seem  to  be  a  part 
of  Jenny’s  life. 

Like  the  way  Jenny  ended  up  coming  to  BYU 
to  play  basketball;  there  is  a  big  dream. 

According  to  Coach  Courtney  Leishman,  “I 
first  read  about  Jenny  in  a  magazine.  After 
reading  the  article,  I  called  her  high  school  to  find 
out  more  about  her.” 

Jenny  said,  “He  (Leishman)  didn’t  just  ask  me 
about  my  scoring  and  rebounding.  He  asked  me 
about  my  family,  my  grades  and  then  basketball. 
That  impressed  me. 

Other  schools 

“Other  schools  that  called  me  asked  first  about 
my  statistics  and  then  about  me.  But  to  Coach 
Leishman,  I  was  important  too,”  she  said. 

For  a  young  lady  who  was  the  Florida  high 
school  player  of  the  year  three  times  in>  a  row, 
that  says  something. 

Today,  Jenny  is  important  to  more  people  than 
Coach  Leishman  and  the  women’s  basketball 
team.  There  is  this  big  guy  named  Greg  Kite. 

After  Jenny  first  saw  Greg,  one  of  her  friends 
set  up  a  date  for  Jenny  with  Greg. 

Greg  says  he  called  Jenny  a  few  times  before 
the  date,  “just  to  get  to  know  her. 

“I  didn’t  know  very  much  about  her.  It  was 
easy  talking  on  the  phone,  though,  because  we 
could  talk  about  basketball  and  things.” 

Jenny  recalls  it  a  little  differently. 

“Before  Greg  called  me,  he  came  to  our  prac¬ 
tices  a  couple  times  to  watch  us  play.  He  didn’t 
know  who  I  was,  except  that  I  had  brown  hair  and 
blue  eyes.  But  that  description  matched  about 
five  of  us  on  the  team. 

“When  Greg  did  call  I  asked  him  if  he  knew 
who  I  was  yet,  I  ended  up  telling  him  the  number 
of  my  practice  jersey.” 

The  next  day  when  Greg  showed  up  to  watch 
practice,  the  whole  team  had  learned  what  was 
up. 

“Coach  Leishman  was  trying  to  explain 
;  something  to  us  when  Greg  walked  into  the 
^Marriott  Center.  Nobody  was  listening  to  Coach, 
-they  were  all  watching  Greg.” 

It  sounds  almost  like  a  fairy  tale.  It’s  one  that 
almost  didn’t  come  true. 

Kite  highly  recruited 

Greg  Kite  was  one  of  the  most  highly  recruited 
high  school  basketball  players  in  the  country  and 
BYU  wasn’t  the  only  school  on  Greg’s  mind. 

“I  started  playing  organized  basketball  when  I 
was  10  years  old.  I  played  on  a  YMCA  team  with 
a  bunch  of  my  friends,”  he  said. 

From  that  team  Greg  continued  on  through 
junior  high  school  and  high  school.  The  attention 
of  the  college  scouts  began  to  grow  with  every 
year  of  experience  and  every  inch  of  height.

“I  was  6-4  when  I  was  12  years  old  and  6-9 
when  I  was  14  years  old,”  Greg  said.  When  he  en¬ 
tered  high  school  he  was  6-10,  which,  “gave  me 
more  time  to  develop  my  coordination,”  he  said. 

With  that  coordination,  Kite  averaged  17 
points  and  16  rebounds  a  game  his  senior  year. 
He  also  led  his  James  Madison  High  School 
basketball  team  to  the  number  one  high  school 
ranking  in  the  state,  and  a  sixth  place  ranking  in 
the  nation. 

Then  came  college. 

Education  important 

By  the  time  Greg  was  serious  about  where  he 
wanted  to  go,  he  had  narrowed  his  choices  to 
UCLA,  Duke,  Kentucky,  Texas  and  BYU.  But 
there  was  a  problem. 

“Everytime  I  went  to  a  school  I  would  come 
home  thinking  that’s  where  I  wanted  to  go.  It  was 
that  way  with  UCLA,  Texas  and  all  of  them.  I 
finally  decided  that  I  could  get  the  best  all- 
around  education  by  going  to  BYU,”  said  Greg, 
who  maintains  a  3.45  GPA. 

For  Jenny  it’s  much  the  same. 

Leishman  says,  “I  expect  my  players  to  attend 
class  or  else  they  can  expect  to  run  some  extra 
stairs.  I  believe  their  first  responsibility  is  educa¬ 
tion.” 

“Here  at  BYU,”  says  Jenny,  “winning  basket¬ 
ball  games  is  great  and  losing  games  is  terrible, 
but  it  isn’t  the  most  important  thing.  If  all  I 
thought  about  was  winning  games,  it  would  hurt 
a  lot  when  we  lost. 

“But  I  have  learned  there  are  other  things  more 
important  than  basketball,”  she  said. 

Greg’s  and  Jenny’s  first  date  came  after  the

“I  figured  that  would  be  all  right,  because  he 
has  never  beaten  me  in  shooting  free  throws. 
When  I  won  that  day,  he  gave  me  my  engagement 
ring.” 

Now  6-11  Greg  Kite  and  5-10  Jenny  Cox  are 
planning  for  a  big  wedding  and  a  big  family. 
They  plan  to  be  married  May  5  in  the 
Washington,  D.C.,  LDS  temple. 

“We  both  want  a  big  family  with  lots  of  kids,” 
says  Jenny. 

But  as  far  as  a  crop  of  basketball  players', 
Jenny  admits,  “I’ll  be  a  little  disappointed  if  my 
girls  don’t  want  to  play  basketball. 

“We’ll  let  them  make  their  own  choices  about 
what  they  want  to  do,”  said,  Jenny. 

If  the  obvious  takes  place,  Jenny  won’t  have  to 
push  her  kids  at  all. 

It  will  be  more  like  keeping  the  hundreds  of 
college  coaches  who  read  this ,  story  from 
“recruiting  them  while  we’re  still  in  the 
hospital.”

old.  Six  months  later  he  gave  a  recital  in  Beirut 
and  the  government  of  Lebanon  recognized  his 
talent  by  encouraging  him  to  seriously  pursue  his 
studies  at  the  Paris  Conservatoire. 

He  later  studied  at  the  Curtis  Institute  of 
Music  and  was  chosen  as  one  of  three  finalists 
from  a  group  of  280  applicants  to  take  part  in  the 
Jascha  Heifetz  masters  class. 

“Those  were  the  greatest  two  and  one-half 
years  (referring  to  the  masters  class),”  Kojian 
said.  “Heifetz  is  such  a  great  man.  He  would  be 
in  the  same  room  and  there  would  be  so  much 
electricity  that  you  would  just  learn  just  by  being 
near  a  man  like  that.” 

The  violin  Kojian  plays  was  a  gift  from 
Heifetz.  It’s  a  valuable  J.  B.  Guatagnini  1772 
Italian  model.  He  related  how  Heifetz  presented 
him  the  gift:  “Heifetz  came  to  the  class  one  day 
and  said,  ‘Varujan,  try  this  violin,’  so  I  played  it. 

“Then  he  said,  ‘It’s  yours.’  I  told  him  how  can  I 
pay  for  something  like  this.  He  said,  ‘Nobody  is 
asking  you  for  money.’  I  still  have  the  violin  and  I 
shall  always  cherish  it. 

“As  a  matter  of  fact,  we’re  having  a  chamber 
concert  in  February  and  I’m  playing  and  con¬ 
ducting  the  concert  and  I’ll  be  using  that  violin.” 

He  later  became  assistant  concertmaster  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Philharmonic  at  19  and  studied  un¬ 
der  the  famous  European  conductor,  Hans 
Swarowsky,  before  coming  to  Salt  Lake  City. 

When  he  first  visited  Salt  Lake,  he  fell  in  love 
with  the  city.  “You  know  the  first  time  I  came 
here  I  loved  it  right  away,”  he  said.  “There  is  a 
very  wonderful  family  feeling  here.” 

“I  think  Salt  Lake  City  is  one  of  the  cleanest 
cities  in  the  country,”  he  said.  “I’m  sure  the  Mor¬ 
mon  influence  has  something  to  do  with  the 
cleanness  of  the  city,  with  the  correctness  of  the 
people  and  with  their  straightforwardness. 

“And  I  have  met  many,  many  people  who 
belong  to  the  church  and  we  have  become  very 
good  friends.  And  I  find  them  to  be  a  very 
straightforward,  honest  and  art-loving  people  — 
art  in  general:  art,  music,  theater,  or  anything 
that  is  related  to  art,”  Kojian  said. 

“They  (the  Mormons)  are  very  supportive  of 
the  arts.  It  is  very  encouraging.  The  people  I  have 
met  have  been  very  knowledgeable  of  the  arts 
and  very  loving,”  he  said. 

One  of  Kojian’s  goals  is  to  make  the  Utah

I  think 
we’d  better  do  that  again  —  that 
was  slightly  less  than  splendid,” 
said  Roy  Mavor,  International 
Ballroom  Dance  celebrity. 

Mavor,  a  former  Y  dance  director, 
drilled  the  BYU  Ballroom  Tour 
Team  last  weekend  in  preparation 
for  its  British  Formation  Team 
Championships  in  Blackpool  this 
May.  When  asked  whether  the  team 
had  a  good  chance  of  winning,  he 
replied  “Absolutely.” 

According  to  Lee  Wakefield, 
director  of  the  Ballroom  Dance 
Company,  his  confidence  stems 
from  the  fact  he  has  choreographed 
six  winning  teams  for  “the  most 
prestigious  championship  in  the 
world.” 

Mavor  and  his  wife  won  the 
British  Exibition  Championship  in 
1958.  The  International  Dance 
Program  he  developed  at  BYU  in 
1971  won  the  British  Formation 
Team  Championship.  The  group 
was  the  first  U.S.  team  to  enter  the 
event. 

The  prestige  generated  by  the 
event  is  a  “door  opener”  for  the  LDS 
Church,  he  said,  because  “apart 
from  winning  or  losing,  BYU  always 
presents  itself  well,”  so  “people  are 
apt  to  ask  questions.” 

In  comparing  BYU  dancers  to 
those  of  other  schools,  he  said, 
“None  has  reached  the  level  (of) 
here. 

“The  trend  toward  dance  in  the 
LDS  culture”  as  well  as  “dedica¬ 
tion,  leadership  and  administrative 
support”  are  elements  peculiar  to 
BYU  that  generate  better  dancing, 
he  explained.
